Eyes that had 
been closed to the 
light of day for over six years were 
suddenly made to see and two lives 
that were 
considered almost 
spent 
were revitalized, recently, by the al­ 
most magic touch of a noted sur­ 
geon. The eyes were those of two 
elderly women who claim the Adams 
county almshouse as their home and 
the touch was administered by Dr. 
John W. Croskey, senior eye surgeon 
of the Philadelphia General Hospital, 
who is one of the leading optical ex­ 
perts in the United States. 


For over six years these two elder­ 
ly women at the almshouse had been 
handicapped by one of the most ter­ 
rible of all ailm ents known to the 
human race—blindness. Kindly care 
bad been given 
them at the county 
home but no one had been able to 
heal their eye sight. 


Six years dragged by. In that time 
the two women, unnoticed and for­ 
gotten by the world ut large, 
had 
given up all hope of ever seeing again 
before passing into their graves. 
In the meantime, however, Dr, J . 
P. Da I bey, Gettysburg physician, was 
elected to the position of almshouse 
physician and 
he noted the 
pitiful 
condition 
of the 
two women 
who 
wanted 
to have 
their eyesight re­ 
stored but were 
unable to pay the 
price of having a noted surgeon come 
here from some distant city. Without 
saying 
a word 
to the two 
elderly 
women for 
fear of 
arousing 
un­ 
founded hopes, Dr. Dalbey communi­ 
cated with his friend, 
Dr. Croskey, 
and told him of the plight of the 
two Adams county charges. 
As soon as his duties at Philadel­ 
phia 
permitted. 
Dr. 
Croskey 
an­ 
swered the call from Adams county 
by coming here personally and per­ 
forming free of charge two delicate 
operations 
which would 
have cost 
wealthy Philadelphia 
patrons 
over 
$ I,(KH). Dr. Croskey is careful alw ays 
to 
charge 
very 
little 
to 
poverty 
stricken patients but in the local in­ 
stance his fee was nothing. 
After removing the cataracts from 
the eyes 
of his two 
patients, Dr. 
Croskey made an inspection of the 
Adams county almshouse 
and com­ 
mented favorably 
about its 
general 
cleanly and favorable appearance.
